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Backgrounds laveutioii 

This invention relates to the portable^worfcstation designed to hold & secure a 
computer keyboard md mouse on the users lap Iot added comfi)rt and po^aire in^^ovement. 

All conq)uters are equipped witii a needed keyboard and mous^. Here is no properly 
positioned work area i^rovided with this standard equipment. Th^^for^ xjonsumers were forced 


to place these items on a desk area. They nmst reach and or strain their shoiJder andtacl 
muscles after extended periods of computer wwk due to the lack trf ^ givra workq>ace. 

Thereafter, inventors created a workstation that attaches to an e^dstmg^esk ledge vvdth 
the use of clamps and other attaching dfevises^ (As in patent #6^ t5^359 X v^dch becomes 
ineffective after extended periods of computer use. There is still an undue ^ainplac^4-on the 
user's back^ shoulder and eyes^(due to thepjosition of tfie "^extension^ off of the existing 
desk.). 

Several types of detached workstations liave been proposed - for exmiq5le in US patent - 
5,735,222,. Although intriguing to the eye, they do not support the jirQper ahgnment and 
position need for user comfort. 

a) Hiere manufecture does not attow for 1he user to adjust ^eTilt and angletor optimxim 
comfort to the individual us^. There is no fle^dWlity to the us^ in regards io mobi%. 
Since the pole extensions^or leg supports must -te placed l^twe^xw around 4ie legs 
of the user, tos movement isTestricted. 

b) If one uses a permanently attached workstation, ther^ is a concern for the left handed 
user, which would need to use the moxise on their left side (their natural master of 
motor skills^ 

c) There has also been a i^-oposal utilMng a tray designed witli extruded waHs (See 
patent #D427,165), This is not nmde for the best posture or comfort of the user since 
this tray must 4)e used with in the confeiesof the user&4esk; there is no advantage to 
the user due to tiie lack of adjustability. No tiit or posttiond adjustments canine made 
for individu^^mfert.
